Apple Dealers in Western Canada 


The success of apple growing as an 
industry depends to a great extent on 
the securing of a good market. It 
is no uncommon occurrence almost 
every fall for great quantities of ap- 
Ples to lie about undcr the trees to 
rot or to be fed to iogs because no 
good market is accessible. While 
the fruit is thus going to waste there 
are thousands of householders mor? 
especially in the prairie provinces 
that are longing for fresh fruit of a 
sort that can be stored.and drawn 
upon during the winter months. The 
difficulty of the one class is to reach 
buyers for the fruit and the other to 
find a supply at a moderate price. To 
bridge thy gulf that separates these 
two classes, and thereby do both an 
invaluable service; the Dairy and 
Cold Storage Commissioner has issu- 
ed a list of the “wholesale an‘ retail 
apple dealers in ManitoLa, Saskatche- 
wan, Aiberta and sections of New 
Ontario whose addresses were avail- 
able. These which number about 
275 dealers and firms, with few ex- 
ceptions are said to be in a position 
to buy at least one carloa* o* fruit. 
This information is given ir Circular 
No. 5, of the Dairy and Coll Storage 
Branch, copies of whch may be se- 
cured free from the Publications 
Branch of the Department of Agricrl- 
ture, at Ottawa.

A Genius In Mosaics 

There recer ly died at Ivry, a sub- 
urb of Paris, a remarkable old man 
named Fraissard, who, it is claimed, 
could have been one of the world’s 
most famous sculptors, if he had so 
desired, but who, instead. lived in a 
quiet, unpretentious way and finished 
life as he began it, with very little 
In the way of this ~vorld’s goods. 

When a boy, Mr. Fraissard was ap- 
prenticed to a marble-cutter, says the 
London News. For 50 years he con- 
tinued to execute the most beautiful 
works of art; mostly in mosaics. It 
is claimed that every piece of work 
he did was a masterpiece, ard the two 
rooms in which he lived contain a 
wonderful collection of beautiful ob- 
jects. One {fs a black marble table 
with chessboard in «cnyx, and some 
cups, glasses and bottles. So delicate 
is the workmanship that the saucers 
are transparent. -.EHight years were 
occujied in the fashioning of this 
piece of work. 

M. Fraissard’s masterpiece took him 
nearly three times as long It is a 
black marble table. In the middle is 
a chessboard, on either side#of which 
are Playing caru: arranged as fans, 
On the table are dominoes and dice, 
cigars and cigarettes and several 
coins in gold and silver. All these 
are, of course, inlaid. The materials 
in the table besides the black marble, 
are agate, onyx, porphry, malchite and 
lapis lazuli, the tones of which are 
black, red, orange, blue and white. 
Ninety different kinds of marble were 
also used. 

In the old man’s lodgings there are 
dozens of mosaics, opal cups, chande- 
liers and inkstands, inlaid in all sorts 
of stones. Fifty years of overwork, 
however, brought on a paralytic seiz- 
ure, and for two years he had becn 
helpless. He would never part with 
any of his works, no matter what price 
was offered him. 


Went Right to it 

James Francis Dwyer, the 
novelist, tells the following story 
about-the Japanese.

After- 
wards Dwyer and other reporters 
measured the route and discovered 
that the Japanese, guided only by 
their war map, had taken the ‘short- 
est route to their destination through 
a strange city.

For 
a long time this rude remedy wes 
laughed at by Spaniards and English- 
ment. Today, throughout the world, 
pepsin takes its ploce among the 
trustworthy resources of pharmacy 
and this pepsin is prepared from the 
stomachs, not of ostriches, but. of 
swine—bravely competitive with os- 
triches in feats of digestion. 

Nutrition, which follows upon diges- 
tion, seems to cepend upon the thyr- 
old gland, conspicuous in the human 
throat as Adam’s apple. When one 
of the lower animals suffers the re- 
moval of its thyroid gland, nutrition is 
at once seriously disturbed: If the 
poor brute under experiment has 
pieces of fresh gland grafted b meath 
ts skin, the derangement of nutrition 
is forthwith checked.

the vessels chartered to fulfil their 
forward contracts at a serious loss. 
Instead of the anticipated large in- 
crease in the exports of soya beans 
during the year 1912, for the haulage 
of which the Chinese Eastern Railway 
had made elaborate preparaticns, the 
value of exports of this commodity 
was actually only some 77 per cent. 
of the figures reached in 1911. 

Prior to the end of 1912 the Chinese 
took no steps to cope with the state 
of affairs; it 1s, however, satisfactory 
to be able to report that at the time 
of writing (April, 19138) efficfent mill- 
tary measures of repression have been 
carried out, and in the chief producing 
centres within 100 miles radius of 
Harbin order and safety to life and 
property heve been restored.

Real Romanies or Gypsies, are very 
scarce in this country und most of

In 
such places ean be seen the oval roof- 
ed caravan, quite unlike the palatial 
conveyance of would-be imitators or 
show people. Here also can be 
found the tents, which reminds one of 
that vast throng of people, the Israel- 
ites, who lived the gipsy life and were 
tent dwellers.

Round the ‘Zog’ or fire over 
which bangs a blackened pot, which 
generally contains a stew of rabbits’ 
and vegetables culled from the neigh- 
boring: fields, the ‘chavvies’ or chil- 
dren anxiously wait, while a dog of 
the greyhound specie also waits ex- 
pectedly tc be rewarded for bringing 
his, contribution to the family larder. 
On the bushes hangs the family wash- 
ing, while browsing on the coarse 
grass so familiar to “nglish common 
land, a few horses and donkeys may 
be seen. All these thiigs make an 
int resting picture of primitive life. 
Some people have ratliet pecullar 
ideas concerning gyps:es. First of all 
let me say that all gypsies are not 
dark. As I visit the various camps 
during miczsion work I find hundrecs 
of fair gypsies. Originally the gyp- 
sles were an eastern people but like 
other people they have turned their 
feet westward and.climate with other 
causes inay have altered them con- 
siderably. My father wa. a thor- 
ough gypsy, but quite fair. In the 
old days intermarriages with ‘Gorgois 
house dwellers, meant expulsion for 
the offender from the tribe. 

The Romany girl is betrothed at the 
age cf fourteen, but at least two years 
must elapse ere marriage shall take 
place. This is not a ime of court- 
ship, the betrothed must treat each 
other as ordinary acquaintances or 
the maich is broken off. The mar- 
riage would usually take place in a 
secluded forest glen. A long” hazel 
branch is brought, the pair step over 
the branch, and are then acciaimed 
‘rawny’ and ‘rye,’ which means man 
and wife. Superstition lies deep in 
the heart of the gyps‘es, and by the 
stars they forecast many happenings. 
When the head of the tribe dies the 
caravan, clothes, etc, are burned and 
the ashes scattered over the grave.

So vio- 
lent was it that the police were called 
in and the offenders taken before a 
magistrate.

» Does Away With Alphabet 

Most children know instinctively 
that there is something wrong about 
the uninteresting and id alphabet. 
It doesn’t seem reasonable to them, 
and they hate it. Now, i seems 
they are right. 

Progressive educational studen's| a 
have hit upon a plan to teach chil- 
dren to read by the new and efficient 
method of sound reading, which elim- 
ane the necessity of learning the A. 

.C."8. 

This new method is recognized as 
one of the most impertant disdoverita 
in modern educational systenis and 
bids fair soon to come into general 
use. 

The whole system of the English 
language is based upon ‘sound, Byvery 
word spoken {s made up of one or 
more distinct sounds. No one speaks 
a word without Biving utterance to 
some of these sounds. ‘ When we say 
cat we do not name the three letters, 
as c-a-t, but we give the sound of c 
and at, blended together and get cat. 

The child by this.new sound-redding 
method is taught to work out words by 


| means of What is known as the family 
group 


After learning the sounds of 
the consonants the child takes up dit- 
ferent families, as the at, the an, and 
the ill families, and builds words as 
cat, rat, meat, m-an, ran, fill, r-ill, 
eto., adding little by little until a large 
vocabulary is acquired. This is the 
foundation of the new method of 
teaching known as the phonic method. 

The first important thing for the 
child to learn is reading, in order that 
it may be able to gain information for 
itself. It is therefore of the greatest 
importance that the child be taught 
this as soon as possible. 

With the time-wasting alphabet, a 
child was considered somewhat of a 
prodigy that could master the letters 
and their order at the age of five 
years. Many months were wasted by 
the children in having those 26 char- 
acters implanted in their minds. It 
has been demonstrated by the new 
phonic system that children can ac- 
quire the ability to read in much less 
time than by the old A B C method, 
and advancement is much more rapid 

Sounds and not names of letters 
should be mastered first, for words are 
only sounds or combination of sounds. 
If the name of the letter is learned 
first, as under the old method, it inter- 
feres with the appreciation of the 
sound element in the word and unne- 
cessarily complicates the process of 
learning to read. 

After the child has commenced to 
read and has acquired a vocabulary 
ability to recognize certain 
words, the names of the -letters and 
spelling are introduced. The primary) 
work, however, is to teach the child 
to read, and a knowledge of the alpha- 
bet is not necessary to acccmplish 
this. 

By the phonic method the child is 
taught to recognize the word and its 
name as a whole. For instance, the 
word dog is recognized, taken in and 
absorbed by the child as one thing in 
its entirety, instead of learning the 
three distinct characters of which the} 
word is composed. It is just as easy 
for the child to do this as to resort to} 
the old, cumbersome method of pick-} 
ing out the three separate cuaracters. |

the old A B C method think that Is 
the best possible way, but the Modern 
Progress League has shown by actual

said: I do not believe the new meth- 
od makes poor spellers. But I do 
think the old system of striking out 
the silent letters in words did affect 
the spelling. On the whole, I think 
children read and spell much better

Diving Without Hose 

Hose for conducting air from the 


surface to the diver under the water 
has heretofore been conriderec indis- 
pensable. An elaborate outfit of 
pumps operated either on land or in 
boats was necessary to force fresh 
air continuously through a great 
length of hose to the man below the 
surface. Now the tnventive brain 
of a German has conceived and put 
into successful operation an ingen- 
ious device which will probably do 
over with the old apparatus for div- 
ng 


By this method the diver carries 
on his bask two steel bottles con- 
taining highly compressed oxygen. 


Another cylinder contains chemicals 
for absorbing the carbonic acid c¢x- 
haled from the lungs. A system of 
piping carries all tke impure air 
breathed out to a chamber contain- 
ing the absorbing chemical, In th« 
compartment the deadly carbenic 
acid gas is entirely eliminated. A 
small amount of oxygen, just enough 
to renew the air, is added to the 
changed and regenerated exhalations 
and passed on to a compartment in 
the helmet, where it can be inhaled 
through the nose or mouth, By this 
system the vitiated air is continually 
being. made over into new. 

It igs thought this device will do 
away with the accidents aud some- 
times loss of life which have occas- 
jionally happened through defects in 
the diving hose or pumping appara- 
tus co long in use. But while the 


diver may carry his atmosphere, as 
one does his wardrobe, along with 
him, he cannot yet quite disconnect 
himself. from the outer world, as the 
signal line is stifl necessary for 
means of communication.

He is sald to have been worth less 
than $1,000 In his own right when he 
was 30.

Bell of the Old Oregon. 

The old bell which on Oct. 22, 1850, 
tolled from the sidewhee! steamer Ore- 
gon the news to San Ifrancisco that 
California bad been admitted to the 
Union fs now a part of the exhibit in 
the ploneer. room of the Golden Gate 
park museum. ‘This heirloom of Cali 
fornia history was the sbip's bell of the 
steamer Oregon, which sailed from 
Panama for San Francisco soon after 
this state had been admitted to the 
Union, Sept. 9, 1850. When the steam. 
er sailed through the Golden Gate on 
the morning of Oct. 22, 1840, and ap- | 
proached Meiggs wharf a sailor tolled | 
the bell incessantly until scores of 
small boats came alongside and learned | 
what news the vessel brought. The 
people of San Francisco then heard for 
the first time that their state had been | 
admitted: into the federal union, and | 
festivities ensued. ‘The bell bears the | 
inscription “Oregon, 1848, New York." 
—Argonaut. 


China and the Telegraph. 

China was confronted witb a stiff 
problem at the introduction of the tele- 
graph. It was hopeless to think of 
combining the western Morse dots and | 
dashes in sufficient variety to express 
the 3,000 or 4,000 characters used by 
a fairly literate Chinese, not to speak 
of the entire 40,000 or so known to the 
highly. educated men of that race, A 
phonetic system was barred by the 
fact that the same Chinese monosylla- 
ble means different things, according 
to the context or intonation and also 
by the diversity of dialects. A Dane, 
Professor Schellerup, found the solu- 
tion, The 7,000 characters most com- 
monly used are given their equivalents 
in a code of numerals and these nu- 


merals are telegraphed. Thus, ‘‘cash” 
In the code js 6,030, If any one want- 


ed to telegraph the number 6,030 itself 


he would send the code equivalents 
of the words “six,” “thousand” and 
“thirty.” 


Animals and Earthquakes. 

One of the mysteries still unsolved 
fs that of the sense by which the low- 
er animals beCome aware of the ap 
proach of earthquakes. For three or 
four days before a series of earth. 
quakes at Guadalajara, Mexico, the 
many parrots of the city showed 
great and unusual restlessness, and 
during the perlod of disturbance the 
increased cries of the birds gave warn- 
ing of the nearness of the worst shocks, 
Rats also became alarmed, fleeing 
from the city before the earthquakes 
came,  Supersensitiveness to faint 
shocks hardly give satisfactory expla- 
nation, for modern seismagrapbls are 
very sensitive, and it is quite unlikely 
that tremors too slight to be recorded 
would be felt so strongly as to give 
alarm,
